reported to the army, most of whom did not have arms, and we 
will send them to the borders," 


Concerning the latest border events he said: "Last night the 
invaders attacked Halaleh post which is one of the outlying 
areas of Ilam and in this attack four men were injured," 


Sharifi also added: "This area infiltrated by Iraq lies 
between the Salehabad post and Ilam and the Iragis can fire 
at the area with 106-cannons," 


"The Iragis refurbish their forces along the 
borderline of Iran and continually move their 
forces," 


Colonel Akhyani, the commander or the gendarmerie of 
Kermanshah region, after making the above statement told 
KEYHAN: “There are still no exact, readily available 
statistics concerning the Iraqi forces located in the border 
regions. However, in my opinion the Iraqis have mobilized 
most of their military force for confrontation with Iran," 


tnen added: "The Iraqi operations are mostly to wear down 
md annoy and to create disturbances; i do not think that the 
Iracis intend in undertaking these operations to widely 
spread border attacks because they know very well that in any

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SOVIETS SEEN LNPLURACING DALUCULISTAN CHIEF TALIS 
Varie LE FIGARO in French 15 Apr 80 p 2 
/Arcicle by Sylvain Michaud: “The Red Sardere of Baluchistan" 


[Text] In che huge community room which is connected directly to the 
street by means of « omal! wooden dour, the Sardar Ataulleh Mengal 
receives his visitors very siaply; like he, the visitors sit on the 
ground, on cushions discributed throughout the room. There ere almost 

no decorations in the room, apart from photographs of the master of the 
house, in company of tne most famous statesm®n of the sub-continent for 
the past 30 years. Ataulleh Mengal is not only an important tribal 
chief--which is the meaning of the word "Sardaer"--bdut, along with Gheus 
Bakheh Bizenjo, Khar Bakhsh Marri, and Akber Khan Bughti--powerful 

feudal chiefs like himself--he is one of the four big een in Baluchi 
politics. He is one of those who, ever since independence, has been wor- 
rying all of the Pakistani presidente, He defines himself as a “progres- 
6 ve feudalist.” From time to time, the knockers on the door ere beaten 
loudly and an aide announces the turbaned visitor, splendid in his tredi- 
tional garb, kissing the banie of the Sardar, sometiaes rapidly bowing 
tuward his teet, before giving the gessage or presenting the request con- 
sticuting the purpose of his visit. 


This scene is reminiscent of a medieval court but Ataullah Mengal--who 
happily quotes Nietzsche, Albert Camus, Von Salomon, or Regis Debray--is 
aman of modern culture and advanced ideas. Raised near Simla, in the 
college where the British trained the princes of India, he participated 
in the fight againsc the British occupier when he was very young. Then 
hie life blended with cthac of the Baluchi autonomist movements; this in 
particular caused him to be sentenced to 7 years in prison in 1962 (along 
with Merri and Bughti) under the regime of Ayub Knan and his terrible 
governor, Muhamed Kalabagh. In 1971, after the elections which brougnt 
victory in Beluchistan to his party, the National Awami (MAP), Mengal 
became the head of government in the province end remained in that position 














until 1973, wnen Bhucto dissolved that government which was comidered too 
@utonomist, undoubtedly teeling that the bloody secession of the eastern 
province of Pakiaten had been quite enough.

"A etece is not necessarily a mation,” said Mengel, alluding to the rather 
weak consensus which ie the basis for the rather difficult union of 
Pakisten's current fouw provinces. “Just as the Shah did not represent 
the Iranian people, so Zia does not represent the Pakistani people. Once 
more, the Americans are betting on the wrong horee."” Like the other three 
“ved Sarders," Mengal ie considered pro-Russian, it ie true that, when

I receive him eat ay table because these are 
our laws of nospitality,” he replies amid laughter. “Besides, you have 
to listen to the young people; it is true that they are studying the 
tactics of Giap and Guevera-style guerilie wer‘are, ic is « fact that it 
ie the Ruseians end never the Westerners who eid the autonomist sovements 
in Aste. The Agericens always make the same mistake: they support the 
centrel goverament in power, even when ic edviously nes 20 popu bose 
of support. At eny rate, what will they do if, tomurrw, the Red “ray 
crosses the border end pushes a11 the way to the ocean which it will take 
it oarely 2 days to reach? Once tney are toere, cney will no longer have 
the sees for bicckimg their way and I do not believe thet they will 
scart e world war over Baluchistan.”

It is populated only by 1.5 
million people and exteads into Iran, where there are i sillion Baluchis, 
as well es Afghanisten, where there are 300,000 of thea. It has 750 
kilometers of coastline on the Indian Ocean and Gwader, the only port in 
the region, with @ rether sasll flow of traffic, holds an edmirabie 
strategic position, elmost at the entrance to the Persian Guif. With « 

few weeks of work, it could become « kind of Soviet Dea Mang, « big militery 
port. Thus, the Red “ray would realize the old dream of the teers, in 
v.eet words, access to warme-water porte, without any need for the obsession 
with etraite, where the British empire had been the only real edversary.

Right now there ie only ome Baluchi minister in the provincial government 
which edministers eartial law and 90 percent of the important administrative 
positions are held by Punjabis. SBaluchiecan's mineral and energy resources 
do not benefit the province euffic cotly, it ie said at Queta, Here te 

an exemple: the gas taken out in Baluchistan is distributed by pipeline to 
the big cities of Pakietan, It should earn $26 millian per year but these 
revenues ere not sufficiently returned to the province which--ae che height 
of huntliation--must pay for ite own gae at Karachi! 


The 100,000 Afghan refugees, distributed over 30 camps, are not being \ lewed 
kindly, the Baluchis accuse the government of being more concerned with 
those refugees and wanting to itesue them weapons so that they might pos- 
eibly use them against cae Baluchis to pay the price for hospitality 
extended by the government in Islamabad. 


Violent incidents have already taken place between the refugees and the 
Belochi inhabitants in commection with the use of irrigation water, The 
Baluchis, on che other hand, have responded rather in a lukewarm fashion to 
the appeel for «a holy war (Jihad) which was issued by che government to 
justify aid to the refugees; they claim that this fervor is due to the 
intluence of tne "Muslia Brotherhood,” the al!l-powerful secret integrist 
society which untiringly ploce in the entire Muslim world, from Morocco all 
the way to Pakistan and which hae been doing so for mare than 500 yeare. 
Very active in leadership circles in Islamabed, it is considered here to 

be coty with the Americans. 


Powler Keg for Big Power 


Nevertheless, the attitude of the Pakistani government toward the Afghan 
refugees ic itself ambiguous: officially, Pakisten provides material as- 
elecance (but here, as in Theiland, international aid does not always 

reach ite final destination). Nevertheless, the resistance movements can- 
not get the weapons which they think they need as badly as they need rice 
and tents. To be sure, President Zia Ul Haq is feniliar with the exemple 
of the Palestinians in Jordan am sbove ail in Lebanon: having uncontrolled 
arwec elements in your country, elements which quickly form a state within 
@ stace, can rapidly have disastrous results. Sut the thing thet Zia fears 
above all is that famous right of hot pursuit which the Soviets might in- 
voke if they thought that Pakistan is a sanctuary for Afghan resistance, 
This is the explenation for his rejection of entirely too obvious American 
aid.

renders them useless in industrial production, Mr Mohammad 
Hoseyn Jalalzadeh said that he is able to make important items 
such as cylanders if the alloy is cast, Another visitor, a 
veteran craftsman, said that at the present time because he 
lacks the necessary capital he is unemployed and wants the 
government instead of paying attention to the employed to pay 
attention to the unemployed who live under intolerable 
conditions. 


After visiting the exhibition and conversing with visitors we 
were able to meet with Engineer Asghar Purazhdari, supervisor

In contrast to Iran 
and mos: other oil countries in the Middle East it also has a large 
population, roughly 13 million inhabitants. The government is making 
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deliberate efforts to improve the country. lraq wants to modernize its 
agriculture and industry before the o1! dries up, according to the regime 
in Baghdad, and they need modern te. nnology in exchange from their trade 
partners in industrialized countries, 


Baghdad is humming with activity. In almost every district in the inner 
city old houses are being torn down and new ones are being built. Migh- 
rise office buildings, apartment houses, a gigantic supermarket, at 
least three new big hotels--one of them a Sheraton--are springing up. 
Often with construction workers from eastern Europe or Asian lands such 
as Pakistan, Iraq has a shortage of domestic skilled labor, 


Arab Granary 


Presumably this is also an attempt to counteract the continued migration 
from rural areas to the cities since people must remain in the country 
if the land is to serve as the “granary” of the Arab world, 


With this economic background Iraq's import level is currently rising at 
a rate that is probably unique. Total imports this year are estimated 
at 50 percent more than imports last year. 


if Swedish exports can “hang in there” and maintain their share of the 
market (3 percent of the exports of the rich OECD lands to iraq) the 
Swedish balance of trade will automatically get a good boost. 


In recent years things have gone well for the 19 or 20 Swedish firms 
here. In 1978 Swedish sales totaled 607 million kronor, last year the 
amount was 1.4 billion and this year the figure is expected to be 2 bi’- 
Lion. 


More Than Soviet Union 


[f so Lraq will probably rise above o!d Swedish export lands such as 
Austria, the Soviet Union and Japan. Outside of Europe oniy the U.S. 
market is of clearly greater importance (6 biilion Kronor). 


This year's anticipated export result to Lraq (2 billion kronor) is close 
to a fifteenth of the cost of Sweden's oii imports. And at the moment 

we have a positive trade balance with the oi! nation of Iraq, we sell 
more than we buy there. This despite the fact that next to Saudi Arabia 
lraq is the biggest supplier in OPFC. Environmentally L[rag's high sulfur 
»9il is not too good. But it is clear that the Iraqis want a mutual! 
balance of trade. 


"By 1981 Swedish exports to Iraq should be close to 3 billion kronor. 
Otherwise we will lose the market," said economist Lennart Konigson,

But as he said the stability is only relative, 
Bomb Scare 


One of the days he was down there a great commotion broke out among the 
Iraqi hosts. The government cars hastily changed their route. The 
explanation given was that there had been an unsuccessful bomb attack on 
one of the government's white Volvos which was parked--empty--when the 
bomb went off. This had nothing to do with the Swedish visit--there is 
plenty of domestic turbulence. 


One of the sources of this umrest is the conflict extending over several 
years between the ruling Baath Party (socialist) and the communist party. 
The friendship with the Soviet Union has also cooled visibly. 


The Kurdish issue is always in the background even though the situation 
appears to be calm at the moment according to observers in Baghdad. 


lraqg also has the same ingrained religious differences between the 
Shi-ite sect and the Sunnites as Iran does and that is one of the reasons 
for the differences between Lraq and Shi-ite priests in Iran. 


Add to that the hostility toward Israel. 


In other words Lraq cannot be evaluated with western eyes. If we want 
to trade with Iraq we must accept the fact that its customs are not the 
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same as ours. This also has an effect on business relations between 
foreign firms and Lragqis working in state-owned firms and plants. In 
recent months several Iraqis seem to have been executed for accepting 
bribes from foreign companies. 


Thus there is a great deal of caution in business relations in Lraq, 
Most Lraqis are said to prefer not to have anything to do with for- 
elgners, 


But the economic progress is undeniable. Iraqi leaders talk of the time 
after the oil runs out. “Agriculture is our permanent oil," says Deputy 
Prime Minister Y. A. Ramadan, 


Land of Milk and Honey 


There have been enormous irrigation projects since the beginning of the 
1970's, Once the desert was fertile farming country--the “land of milk 
and honey" in the Bible--but lack of water led to salination of the 
land over thousands of years. 


For several years they have cla‘aed that the tide has now been turned-- 
more is being reclaimed than is being lost to salination each year. 
There is plenty of water in the Tigris and Euphrates. 


in traveling through rural districts one secs many newly-dug irrigation 
canals and new cultivation. And of course there are also farms that are 
just clay huts where men and sheep live in close proximity. This is 
probably the way things have been for thousands of years--but soor it 
will all change. Some of the clay huts have been supplied with electri- 
city. 


Police Posts 


Groups of men seeking work, carrying their own spades, stand by the 
roads into Baghdad, waiting to be seiected. Traffic is checked at per- 
manent police posts located along the highways where cars are picked out 
at random for spot checks. 


The social contrasts are great. But the socialist panArab Baath Party 
carried out its revolution in 1968 and is thought to be in full control. 
President Saddam Hussein is considered to be firmly in commani. This 
year there will be an election for the first time in 22 years--almost 
certainly a democretic popular election with ballots. 


The agricultural section of the new 5-year pian includes large-scale 
test farming. The Iragis would like to try out Swedish sugarbeet culti- 
vation--the single-seeded Hilleshog type. 





Baghdad Visit 
My visit to Baghdad had an almost official status. 


At midnight we were sitting im the deep armchairs of the VIP lounge in 
Baghdad's biggest airport, Industrial Minister Nils G, Asling, a handful 
of men from the ministry and the Export Council, 168 directors of Swedish 
export firms interested in lraq, a travel guide from SJ | Swedish State 
Railways and a journalist from DAGENS NYHETER, 


Industrial Minister Taher Tawfig of the ruling socialistic Baath Party 
said in a speech to the guests that Iraq is greatly interested in estab- 
lishing good contacts with Sweden. His Excellency Mr. Nils G. Asling 
made an equally amiable reply. Then we drank toasts in something that 
could be the national arrack. Alcoholic beverages are quite permissible 
in this Arab land, 


While the statesmen talked a deserted TV set blared away in one corner 
of the VIP lounge. Lt looked like a thrilling adventure movie with ugly 
imperialist villains. 


Perhaps it was the same TV set Hadar Cars was looking at when he stayed 
so long in the VIP lounge last year that he missed his plane back to 
Sweden, 


Then Asling and his closest associates--the “official” part of the dele- 
gation--drove off to the official guest house, Baghdad's own Haga. 


The rest of the delegation received the ominous news that the ministry 
he. oeen forced to reroute them to another hotel with only half as many 
rooms as requested. With some grumbling Swedish company presidents, 
marketing directors and export directors doubled up the first night. 
The hotel situation in Baghdad is chaotic. There are too many visiting 
delegations and businessmen. It's almost an honor to be sleeping under 
a roof. 


Two Frenchmen could be seen fighting desperately for the room they had 
reserved, "Sorry, new guests, ministry orders.” 


Saturday the visit got under way. Visits to food processing plants, 
tourist organizations, the Planning Ministry, the industrial minister... 


Sin in Baghdad 
Saturday might--sin in Baghdad. The delegation visited the "Moulin 


Rouge” nightclub, one of the most well-known nightclubs in the capital. 
Sin is pretty much the same here, there are the same naked breasts as 
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one sees in Paris and Gavle, “Lady companions" prow! through the 
premises. But the people back home can relax, the Swedish delegation 
was able to restrain itself, Asling didn't even come--someone said he 
didn't want to be blamed by the press for going to nightclubs, 


On Sunday the official visits continued. Asiling was driven around in a 
big white Mercedes at top speed with police cars and motorcycle escorts 
using sirens and flashing lights. The same commotion was made when 
Asling went to [raqi Museum to look at 8000-year-old archeological finds. 


Some members of Asling's party slouched down on the back seat of the 
Limousine in typical Swedish embarrassment at the fuss. Sut security 
probably required a police escort for the minister even on a visit to a 
museum, 


The rest of the delegation sped through the crowded streets in a caravan 
of cream-colored Volvos without a police escort. 


Snapshot Ban 


Now and then private trips were made around the city. The frightened 
head of a Swedish company was seized by two plainclothes policemen, 
First they demanded his camera but eventually settled on removing the 
film. The Swede was told that the view he shot along the street in- 
cluded the Aviation Ministry building. Strictly forbidden! Travelers 
to Baghdad are advised to be very cautious in taking pictures--it is 
easy to take the wrong pictures and get in trouble. Security service 
people are alert and ambitious. 


Cocktail Party 


The evening when the official visit ended Ambassador Lars-Olof Brilioth-- 
a giant in Baghdad's Swedish colony of almost 400 people--held a cock- 
tail party in his garden. It was as warm as a Swedish evening in August. 


Asling turned serious and made a fine speech to his forces out here. 
"You are a strike force for our business community, | wish you all suc- 
cess. A great deal lies in your hands, more than in the hands of the 
politicians,” he said. 

with warm handshakes Asling left Baghdad. 


Life returned to normal at the embassy which incidentally has one men in 
charge of trade matters in Iraq. The Finnish Embassy has six.

PLO ASSERTS WEST BANK AND GAZA STRIP INSEPARABLE

[Text] One of the impressive accomplishments of the Israeli Administration 

in The Territories is without a doubt the project of rehabiliation of refugees 
in the Gaza Strip, a project headed by Refi Sadeh, Rafi states that he 
himself was once a refugee--a new immigrant from Italy in the early decade 

of the fifties, who lived in a transition camp for over 2 years. Thus, 
according to him, he well understands the thought processes of the refugees. 


At the beginning of the decade of the fifties, the Support and Employment 
Agency of the UN established eight permanent camps along the length of the 
Strip, and these are presently inhabited by 170,000 refugees. The refugee 

camps were set up at that time in temporary structures--standard unites: 

rooms of 3 x 3 meters with a simple slate roof. An average family was given 

a two-room apartment. The house was built within a courtyard surrounded by 

a wall of blocks, and the overall area was between 60 and 70 square meters. 

The houses were built in rows, Tnere was no electricity in the refugee camps, 
there were no roads, nor was there a sewage system. UNRWA set up an external 
water point for several dozen families and a similar point for garbage disposal. 


UNRWA set up in the camps centers for food distribution and schools, come 

of them within the camps and others on the outside. Natural increase, creation 
of new families within the refugee camps, found the required solution within 
the camps despite the crowded conditions. The result was a sealing off of 

the courtyards following the increase in construction, and subsequently sealing 
off of the back streets as well. The narrow and winding back streets in the 
camps coday are the result of a massive exploitation of construction space. 
Starting in 1972, the military administration decided to initiate a new 
solution to the housing distress of the refugees. The first experiments 

were accompanied by a good deal of apprehension. Most of the refugees were 

at first wary of an Israeli political experiment to solve their problem. 

The administration allocated, for purposes of the new construction, government 
lands and in each neighborhood established a base which included electricity 
and public institutions. The construction is totally independent and to the 
present 5,000 families have found a housing solution by means of this project. 
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Up to 1972, Rati Sadeh was the civilian governor of Al Arish, After that, 

he waa the chiet of the Management and Services Branch of the Administration, 
until the establiahment of the Unit for Rehabilitation of Refugees which 
began operations in Rafia, chen in Khan Yunis and Shaykk Raduan near the 
Shati refugee camp in Gaga, Today the Unit has parallel functions in several 
locations=-in Belt Lehia (for the residents of the Jabeliya refugee camp in 
the north of the Strip), Khan Yunis, Rafia, and the Shaykh Raduan B section 
(which was set up near che Sheth Raduan A section beside camp Shati). In 
each section there Le at least one school of 20 classes, a health center and 
areas for development of business, 


Loan or Grant 


who ta eligible for integration into this framework? Any resident of a camp 
who is a married refugee and the father of children. Once the eligibility 

of the refugee ie certified, he its referred to the municipality or to the 
locel jurisdiction where he pays the various taxes, After presenting the 
municipal certification, the refugee receives a plot from the Refugee 
Rehabilitation Unit for independent construction, The construction is carried 
forward under the supervision of the municipal building inspector. The 
refugee pays half the basic cost. At the same time the refugee receives 

from the Refugee Rehabilitation Unit a loan extending over several years at 
favorable rates, or he is alternatively permitted to exchange that for « 
one-time grant (most refugees prefer the grant). Every refugee also receives 
compensation for household assets of his home in the camp, however not for 
the original house of UNRWA. 


Rafi Sadeh estates: ‘The difficulties which we encountered during the early 
years of the rehabilication activities stemmed from the refugee's perception 
of these activities as an attempt to deprive him of his status as a refugee, 
and thus his readiness to leave the camp involved both personal as well as 
environmental difficulties. These difficulties receded progressively, so 
that today it is possible to say that the refugee has achieved a specific 
level of identification with che rehabilitation activities and recognizes in 
them an attempt to relieve him from his situation, without there being in 
this process any threat cto his political status as a refugee." 


Together with Rafi Sadeh | toured the Beyt Lehia and Sheikh Raduan neighborhoods. 
ic is an impressive sight. Every refugee who had recieved 250 square meters 
for construction is making optimum use of the area ellocated to him. Houses 
of two, three, and even some four stories are to be found in Sheikh Raduan 
and Beyt Lehia. There are families which have built houses of 300 and even 
sometimes of 350 square meters. Construction is dense, but on the dunes of 
Beyt Lehia, near Jabeliya refugee camp, there are wide spaces for more 
housing, as there are in the new neighborhood of Sheikh Raduan B near the 
Shati retugee camp. On the arid dunes, the Refugee Rehabiliation Unit has 
already paved roads and set down sidewalks, has installed electricity poles 
in anticipation of the new home construction. 
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The military admintetfation is investing thie year lL 100 miliion in the 
rehabilitation activities, Next year it will be investing IL 150 wiilion, 
ana tt appeare that the matter is being given priority, however, with 

ail good will, | wae told at the @ii.tary administration, we are able to 
avant only 1,000 solutions annualiy, There are currentiy some 27,000 families 
in the refugee campe of the Strip, if they are afforded 1,000 rehabilitatione 
annually, we will keep up only with the rate of natural imnerease, Not only 
wney aid good will are required for the rehabilitation efforte-there is 

need a8 well for government lands, of which there is not an adundance in the 
Strip, 


The Beyt Lehia neighborhood adjacent to the Jabeiiya refugee camp appears to 
be the total antithesis of 4 refugee camp. Splendid homes, some of then 
ornamented, wide and clean thoroughfares. Yet many occupants of the refugee 
campe, particularly the older aduite, still refuse to abandon the camps, 
Their viewpoint is that 4 @ove to beyt Lehia and Shaykk Raduan ie to waive 
the dream of return which they have been overtiy or covertiy weaving for more 
than 30 years, The younger among the camp occupants tend more and wore to 
register at the offices of the Refugee Rehabilitation Unit, 


Rehabilitation operations are now carried out also in the offices of the Red 
Creacent in Gaga, after the great fire and destruction of furniture there 
which had been perpetrated at the beginning of the year by more than 1,000 
vwotheaded Muslim fanatics loyal to Sheikh ‘Fwad in Gaza. The head of the 
fed Crescent Organigation, Dr Heyder abd Al-shafi, is aiso considered to be 
the chief of the PLO supporting group in the Gaga Strip. Dr Ai-Shafi shows 
me burned Korane and other MNuslia holy books.

(Text) Agencies and brokers sold iand for eight times ite value in agri- 
cultural areas south of the juriediction of Rishon Letziyon. MA‘ARIV 

has found out that the land sellers led hundreds of buyers to believe 
that the lands would soon be rezoned for residential construction and 
that their value would appreciate. 


Land sale in Rishon Letziyon's agricultural area was a subject of police 
investigation. The job was entrusted to the national fraud unit. The 
investigation took place following » complaint by Rishon Letziyon mayor 
Khananya Gibshtein who wrote to the police superintendent in August 1979; 


"It has been quite some time that advertisements have been published in 
the papers regarding the sale of land parcels in two sections of the 
city. This actually is agricultural land which is not zoned for residen- 
tial construction and is far from the residential section of the city. 

It is possible that the land will be rezoned in he year 2100... 

“l should add that even the city construction committee is not empowered 
to parce] out land in an agricultural area when the plots are larger than 
one-half dunum. 


“In my opinion people have been defrauded.”

Among other thi ge, the appraiser stated: ‘Ac ling to Rishon Letaiyon's 
master plan, the land is zoned agricultural. The elore, it de not possi- 
ble to budld on it. Likewise, it seeme unlikely chat it will be rezoned 
for residential or some other type of construction within the foreseeable 
future," 


Following the author's meeting with Lamor, when he identified himself as 
a reporter, a letter from Mr David D'u'el, Lamor's attorney, arrived at 
MA'ARIV, The letter states that each of the 40 plots where Yehoyakimn 
Mizrahi bought his land cost Lamor 116/,500. Adding commissions, legal 
fees, taxes, etc, the gross price of each plot was IL73,200. Attorney 
D'u'el also states that IL25,000 of what the buyers paid was paid as 
appreciation tax. 


"Needless to say, our client is not a charitable institution so that the 
fact that Lamor realized a fair and just profit of 20 percent, in return 
for the many risks it had taken, cannot be held against it,” he adds. 
"Also, if the buyers knew what it costs to maintain an office in Beit- 
Kial, along with a secretary, telephone and other services, and the tax 
burden associated with running such an office, maybe they would refrain 
from raising such a fuss for no cause.” 

Elgavish's manager told this writer: ‘.«'t 3 weeks and 1 will produce an 
appraisal for I[L200,000." Attorney D u «., too, pointed out in his 
letter that Lamor had appointed ‘ts own appraiser. 


The appraiser who was retained by Lamor is engineer Yirmiyahu Aloni. He, 
too, stated that, according to the approved master plan for Rishon 
Letzivon, "it does not seem as if there is any intention to rezone agri- 
‘ultural land in the area under consideration for any construction in 

the near future.” Like appraiser Yitzhaq Shalev, Aloni stated that the 
value of the land last May was [L15,000. 


But Aloni's report included another definition of "price’: "Various 
buyers may see a potential future for this land for developing and re- 
zoning, and, therefore, they pay for their expectations a price that has 
nothing to do with economic va ves. Such deals | uch buyers create a 
“market price,” or a “market vaiue."’

NEW RENT CONTROL BILL REVIEWED 
Tel Aviv MA'ARTIV in Hebrew 18 Mar 80 p 1? 


[Article: "“Tenants' Organizations Are Opposed To The Proposed Rent 
Control Bill Which Offers Them Reduced Protection") 


[Text] Minister of Construction and Housing, David Levy, decided to put 
in order a sensitive subject that caused upheaval in the past: rent in 
rent controlled apartments. He was about to propose to the Knesset a 
new rent control bill which contains a reform in rent payments. 


As was to be expected, the proposed legislation was met with violent 
demonstrations with promises of more to come. 


There are no up-to-date figures on the number of people affected by this 
issue. The last survey was conducted by the Central Agency for Statistics 
in 1973. The estimate is, considering the small shifts, that the rent 
control law affects 45,000 families who live in apartments thus covered, 
i.e., more than 200,000, in addition to Amidar tenants. 


There are also more than 20,090 businesses where relations between land- 
lord and tenant are governed by the rent control bill. The total number 
of landlords is, therefore, more than 12,500. 

World War II Relic 

The rent control bill is basically a World War Li relic, when the autho- 
rities sought to prevent evictions and rent hikes. The law left it up 


to the government to get rents, with proper limitations. 


Increased inflation created special problems. The steep rise of the con- 


sumer price index brought about a fast erosion of rents received by land- 
lords from protected tenants. ive sour the probiem: section 47 of 
the rent control ball. According to that section the government is 
empowered to issu: regulations on rent hikes once a year. It ordinariiy 


did so, and directed rents to be adjusted for the rise in the consumer 
price index since the last increase. But section 4/ stated that rents 
will not be raised by more than one third at a time.

within the same year. In other words: inetead of the automatic restric- 
tion of one third, the government will have the authority to decide on 
the actual increase. If it sees fit, it may direct an increase of more 
or less than one third, or any increase within the allowed range. 


According to the present law, there is a time period of three months from 
publishing the directives to the time they take effect. According to the 
new bill, the directives will take effect on the first of the month 
following 30 daye from publishing the directives. This shortens the lag 
period and prevents additional erosion of rents because of high inflation. 
The time lag of at least 30 days is sufficient to send notices to tenants 
regarding new rents. 


What About Key Money? 


From the point of view of tenants, the section hurting them most is the 
abolition of the 33.3 percent limitation. They may now be subject to 
the full increase within one year. But tenants are ignoring the fact 
that the law does not mandate the government to allow the whole increase 
and that, at least theoretically, it could allow even less than was 
previously allowed. 


On the other hand, the landlords are hurt by the possibility that increa- 
ses may be of only 70 percent of the increase in the consumer price index. 
If for a number of years they are only granted 70 percent of the increase 
in the consumer price index, rents will erode again. Here too one ought 
to remember that the government has the authority to do so, but it can 
also decide on a full hike. 


The new approach in the proposed law is in allowing the government some 
flexibility in deciding what proportion of the increase in the consumer 
price index will be allowed for increasing rents, and what the rate for 
a particular year is going to be. 


Tenants’ organizations held a demonstration in front of the prime minis- 
ter's office directing their arrows against the former Construction and 
Housing Minister, Gid'on Patt, and the present Minister, David Levy. 
They held a poster directed to the prime minister saying: "Begin, where 
is your conscience?" 

The tenants claim that since they paid "key money," they have become 
partners in the property, and should not be subjected to steep rent hikes, 
even when the consumer price index goes up as steeply as it has. They 
also claim that landlords profited from "key money" when tenants moved. 
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A "Long Bearded” Story 


A large number of landlords today are large corporations and banks where- 
as most of the tenant population consists of large families having a hard 
time balancing their budget, as they claim. On the other hand, landlords 
point out the constant erosion of rents. They point out that there are 
retired landlords for whom rent is the main eource of income, whereas 
some tenants live luxurtously and pay ridiculous rents. 


The argument between tenants and landlords is a "long bearded" story, 
having dragged on for over 30 years. Construction and Housing Minister 
Levy's proposal aims at creating a tool which may make it possible, at 
best, to maintain today's rent levels.

UNITED STATES REJECTION OF SAUDI ARMS REQUEST DISCUSSED 
JN230959 Amman JORDAN TIMES in English 23 Apr 80 p 2 
[Editorial: "Who Is Calling the Shotse?") 


[Text] The Carter administration has just informed Saudi Arabia that it 
is turning down a major new arms request from the oil-producing giant. 


Washington, which has been warning Saudi Arabia and the Gulf States of the 
"Soviet menace” ever since the invasion of Afghanistan, is now telling 
Riyadh it cannot have weapons to defend itself--presumably because 
President Carter does not want a slugging match with Israel and its sup- 
porters in congress during an election year. 


What is ironic about Washington's refusal is that Saudi Arabia fully 
believes in the Soviet threat to the Gulf. The kingdom's minister of 
petroleum, Shaykh Ahmad Zaki Yamani, said in Jidda last week that the 
Soviet strategy is to subdue the Gulf States and capture them as 
satellites of Moscow in order to compensate for its growing need for 
foreign oil and its inability to continue exporting of) to its East 
European allies. 


The Saudi argument is not that the Arab oll-producing states can stand up 
to the USSR in a military showdown, but that the Soviet Union will not 
approach the Gulf States directiy. It will do so by proxy, which, accord- 
ing to Shaykh Yamani, means that the oil-producers ‘should strengthen 
themselves by all means and at all levele for the sake of their safety, 
stability and liberty.” 


Meanwhile, Mr Begin has thoughtfully put forward his own alternative to 
allowing the Saudis to defend themselves. He suggested in an interview 
taped before he left Washington last week that the United States must 

now consider very seriously whether to station conventional forces in the 
Middle East to counter possible "Soviet expansioniem.” 


This may not suit Mr Carter at thir time for domestic reasons, but it 
fits in beautifully with the "Carter Doctrine" for the defence of the 
Middle East. Washington has already made deals for access to ports and 
airfields in Oman and Kenya, and is now negotiating a similar deal with 
Somalia. 
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fur if it te te be Soviet intervention by proxy, Washington cannot commit 
ite own forces to the battle without inviting Moscow to do the same, 

which would lead co a direct superpower confrontation, The most reason- 
able course of action ite to arm Saudi Arabia so that it can defend iteelf, 


President Carter muat somehow find the atrength to do what the strategic 
interests of the United States dletate., He must provide the leadership 
that Americans so sorely miss, and frankly tell lerael to butt out. This 
nleht cone him eome votes, but whe knows, it might gain him some. At 


Least it would be a welcome change from the all too familiar pattern of

The gross domestic product of the past 
year achieved a real growth of 76 per 
cent, higher than last years 5.9 per cent.
